Perhaps the most dramatic aspect of the 


exploding growth of state-operated higher 
educational service in Wisconsin is the 
phenomenal and continuing enlargement of 
the state university system, now including 
cine major campuses and two branch 
campuses, with more of the latter planned. 


The latest count of enrollment for the 


11 campuses shows about 51.000. which 
suggests strongly that within a very few 
years the system may overtake the older 
and more prestigious University of Wiscon- 
sin in attracting young men and women 
interested in post-high school academic 
training. 


Historically the state universities, which 


have gradually adapted their titles to their 
changing and broadening functions, at- 
tracted students mostly from their own 
districts. First they were normal schools, 
primarily established to sustain a pool of 
young teachers for the elementary and high 
schools of the state. About a decade and a 
half ago. when the legislature acknowl- 
edged their enlarging curricula and in- 
creasing emphasis upon the liberal arts, 
they were described as "colleges" by law. 
Recently as a token of their enlarging 
activity in graduate instruction, they have 
been formally called ''universities." As 
their 
staffs 
have improved, as their 


curricular offerings have been enriched, as 
the University of Madison campus at 
Madison became more crowded, and as 
more parents of middle incomes desired 
higher education for their children, the 
enrollment growth in the state universities 
has been epochaL It needs to be said also 
that per student costs at these schools are 
lower than they are at the University in 
Madison and that their regents 
have 


imaginatively planned a dormitory con- 
struction program 
without which 
the 


housing in some of the campus communi- 


ties would have been inadequate for their 
growth. 


Today these s c h o o l s are earning 


the name of "universities" not only in their 
broadened course programs, their higher 
qualified staffs and enriched equipment 
snd plant resources, but they are attracting 
students from a state-wide constituency. 


In most cases the principal origin of 


their enrollments is from the county of 
their location which is natural enough. 
That applies also to Dane County in 
relation to the Madison 
undergraduate 


enrollment at the University of Wisconsin. 


Yet it is noteworthy that more than 


2.000 students from Madison and vicinity, 
in Dane County, have passed up the 
Madison campus this year to enroll at one 
of the nine state universities. Milwaukee 
County has dispatched nearly 5.000 of its 
young people to these schools, in spite of 
the development of the University of 
Wisconsin-Milwaukee branch there. 


The state university at Oshkosh illus- 


trates the broadening basis of service of 
these schools best. It has 1,290 students 
from Milwaukee County, 719 from Fond du 
Lac. 686 from Outagamie. 479 from Brown 
and 434 from Waukesha. In each instance 
these students had choices closer to their 
own homes. 


It is not difficult to conclude from 


recent enrollment trends that the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin at Madison will increas- 
ingly devote its budget and staff to 
graduate instruction, while the principal 
source of undergraduate education in the 
tax-supported higher training program will 
be in the state universities and its 
branches. When such a development was 
suggested by some planners a decade or 
more ago they were called visionaries. But 
the persuasive proof is now before our 
eves. 


The 79-Year Beer Minimum 


The action of the State Senate in going 


along with the Assembly on a 19-year 
minimum age for beer drinking was a 
political compromise, but we prefer to look 
upon it as a logical one at this time rather 
than a disaster. Age 19 generally repre- 
sents the dividing line between graduation 
from high school and entrance into college 
or an occupation. And we believe the 
Assembly correctly interpreted any at- 
tempt to deny beer to 19-year-olds as 
unenforceable legislation. 


The measure as it now stands would 


continue to grant communities the local 
option to enact a 21-year minimum, so 
Governor Knowies' desire to standardize 
the age limit across the state is thereby 


On Visiting the Dentist 


Proverbial sayings which condemn pro- 


crastination can now be put to use by 
dentists, due to a recent report that 
delaying a trip to their offices causes more 
than decaying teeth. 


A professor of oral surgery recently 


told the annual meeting of the American 
Society of Oral Surgeons that persons who 
avoid "dentists have anxiety that "greatly 
exaggerates the actual pain experienced." 
In addition, these patients usually are af- 
flicted with other problems, which could 
have been prevented by prompt visits to 
the dentist, he said. 


Even with the high-speed drills, pain- 


killing drugs and other improvements 
which dentists have added, the repairing of 


thwarted. But if communities like Milwau- 
kee are sufficiently concerned about their 
youth driving outside the area to drink 
beer they have the alternative of bringing 
their minimum age limit in line with the 
rest of the state. 


The controversy over the beer age limit 


has tended to confuse the real problem, the 
problem of the drinking driver of any age.

But 
the control of drivers who drink is a 
legitimate concern of the state, and once 
the public decides that this problem must 
be eliminated the means are available to 
the state to do so through criminal 
prosecution and licensing procedures.

Kraft Writes 
Ballyhooed Report on U.S. Negro 
In Reality Mediocre Piece of Work 


BY JOSEPH KRAFT 


WASHINGTON — The White 


House has just put out a report 
on the American Negro which 
while telling us almost nothing 
new about the Negro manages 
to say a great deal about the 
Johnson Administration. 


It says that the administra- 


tion lacks the intellectual ca- 
pacity to frame a coherent 
strategy for dealing with what 
has been recognized for years 
as this country's principal 
internal problem.

The report in question is 


entitled "Social and Economic 
Conditions of Negroes in the 
United States." It was pre- 
pared by the Departments of 
Labor and Commerce and 
issued by the White House with 
considerable fanfare including 
a personal send-off by the 
President. 


To get a feel for this report 


it is useful to compare it with 
the famous study on the Negro 
family made by former Ass't. 
Sec. of Labor Daniel P. Moyni- 
han three years ago. Superfi- 
cially at least the two reports 
are similar in the categories of 
analysis — housing, income, 
jobs, education, health, the 
family, etc. — and in their 
findings. 
TWO WORLDS APART 


But in purpose, energy and 


tone the two reports are worlds 
apart. Compare, for example, 
the way the two reports deal 
with the well-known fact of an 
emerging Negro middle class. 


Tne Moynihan report brushes 


it aside impatiently as a blind 
likely to be used for obscuring 
true conditions. It says: 


'"The emergence and in- 


creasing visibility of a Negro 
middle class may beguile the 
nation into supposing that the 
circumstances of the remain- 
der of the Negro commumty 
are equally prosperous, where- 
as just the opposite is true. . ."

report, in just the way feared 
fox Moymhar. makes the Negro 
middle class it? central theme, 
the B-g News Ji sa\s 


"The data show that large 


numbers of Negroes are for 
the first time in American 
history entering into the mid- 
dle-income bracket and into 
better environments in which 
io raise their families." 


Moreover. Moynihan was at 


great pains to force out infor- 
mation exposing the inade- 
quacy of existing federal pro- 
grams in housing, welfare and 
education. That is why he 
focused on the 
family, on 


illegitimate 
births, 
on 
the 


number of narcotics users, on 
the rate of progress of Negroes 
in school. 


The present report, three 


years later, casts no new light 
on existing federal programs. 
Though young Negroes behave 
in markedly different ways 
(nan older ones, it says not a 
word about generational dis- 


tinctions. Though being on 
welfare is an increasingly 
prevalent condition — at an all- 
time high in New York City, 
for instance — it does not even 
say anything about the welfare 
experience. 


No doubt there is nothing 


very startling, or even impor- 
tant, about one more mediocre 
federal study. What is startling 
and important is that the 
White House thought it was 
putting out a first-class piece 
of work. 
KICKED OFF BY LBJ 


Not only was the President 


on hand to kick it off. but staff 
members of the President's 
Commission on Racial Disor- 
ders were tipped to the report 
as the latest word on the 
matter. Not only was the press 
specially alerted for the report, 
but a copy was rushed up to 
one prominent academic figure 
who was supposed to use it to 
impress businessmen assem- 
bled in a conference on wel- 
fare called bv Governor Rocke- 
feller. 


The sad fact is that the 


White House is not now highly 
sensitive to the information it 


receives and puts out. And 
obtuseness in the matter of 
information bears a critical 
relation to the President's 
domestic program. 


Information, sophististicated 


information in fact, is the raw 
material of political action. It 
is the essential stuff for catch- 
ing the ear of the public, for 
building popular support for 
new programs. 


But information cannot just 


be allowed to flow from the 
bureaucracy which is all too 
likely to justify things as they 
are. On the contrary, data 
must be forced out and shaped 
to make a case for action — 
the more so when Vietnam 
commands so much attention. 


What the latest Negro report 


demonstrates to me is that the 
administration is not alert to 
these possibilities. It is not 
using the flow of information 
creatively. And the reason is 
not complacency, still less 
malevolence. The reason is 
that the administration lacks 
the intellectual resources to 
put together the strategy is 
situation requires.

Proposal for New 
University Center 


Is a Thrilling One

I was very happy to read this week that Outagamie 


County Board Chairman Esler brought out into the open 
at the November board meeting a real problem for this 
area which has received far too little public 
attention up to this time. That is the vital 
need to expand the facilities of the Fox Val- 
ley Center of the University of Wisconsin. 


This need has been apparent for several 


.-ears. The enrollment is at capacity and 
there are severe shortages in classroom 
space, faculty offices and lab facilities. The 
center has become in a measure obsolete in 
comparison with facilities now available at 
similar centers in other cities of the state. 


But the future of the Fox Valley Center has been ob- 


scured by the drawn out controversy over the site for the 
new University of Wisconsin Green Bay. And whereas the 
site question really has little to do with the local prob- 
lem, it has diverted attention from that problem to the 
point where it hasn't received much public consideration. 
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The Center really has a great future in sen-ing the 


needs of university students of the Fox Cities metropoli- 
tan area and environs, needs which cannot be totally met 
by either the state university at Oshkosh or the new 
university at Green Bay. or by both. 


Dr. Edwin Weidner. the chancellor of UWGB. has 


made it clear that he conceives of the new university as 
a four campus institution, with the centers here, in Mani- 
towoc and Marinette closely integrated with the main 
institution at Green Bay. He sees in this concept a dra- 
matic challenge for innovations in education, a university 
serving a region through interrelated instruction at loca- 
tions most convenient to the student. 


With proper facilities, junior and senior level courses 


and even masters degree work could be offered imme- 
diately at the Fox Valley Center, courses related to the 
particular needs of the students in this area. 
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The main handicap^ providing such facilities is the 


present arrangement under which the physical facilities 
of the center are owned and operated jointly by Outa- 
gamie and Winnebago Counties. It was a good idea at 
the time the center was built, but the arrangement has 
outlived its usefulness. 


Winnefaago County and particularly supervisors from 


the Oshkosh area are very naturally concerned primarily 
with the growth and development of Oshkosh State Uni- 
versity. Their reluctance to spend additional tax dollars 
for a'second university center in their county is under- 
standable. This reluctance to some extent fails to recog- 
nize the service the university center renders students 
in the Neenah-Menasha area. But it exists, and it is a fact 
of political life in the relationship between the two coun- 
ties. 


An opportunity suddenly has arisen to end this rela- 


tionship amicably. The two counties are now involved in 
a new educational project, along with Waupaca and Calu- 
met. Vocational and Technical Area School No. 12. And 
the budget for that district, which contemplates assessing 
taxpayers to build a totally new physical facility for that 
area school, is causing loud protests from every munici- 
pality concerned. 


The present center facilities might well be suitable 


for the area technical school. At the least they could 
provide a starting point. Turning over those facilities to 
the technical school district would greatly ease the bur- 
den on the taxpayers. 


Oshkosh could well raise an objection. The site is 


not too accessible to Oshkosh on present highways and 
bridges. But there may be a logical solution to that prob- 
lem. A satellite operation of the technical school in Osh- 
kosh might make a lot of sense. 


The needs of industry in the Oshkosh area in the 


technical training of future employees are considerably 
different from those in the Fox Cities area. The special- 
ized courses needed by Oshkosh industry could well be 
offered in the Oshkosh center of the school. 


And if we can all get together and build that badly 


needed bridge across Little Lake Butte des Morts the 
transportation problem would be solved. 
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This would impose "on Outagamie County the sole ob- 


ligation for providing new university center facilities. 
And at first thought this may cause concern. 


But Outagamie County has immediately available 


county land at two logical sites, the old county farm, and 
Plamann Park in the Apple Creek area, both of which 
were proposed as sites for the new university. 


Federal funds through the Higher Education Facilities 


Act could well be available to help with construction 
costs. Other university centers in the state have received 
such aid. and certainly a good case could be made for the 
need here. 


Marinette County is embarked upon an ambitious pro- 


gram of expansion of its center facilities to tie in with 
the new University of Wisconsin Green Bay. A new fine 
arts building costing S225.000 will be completed by next 
September, and the Marinette County Board this week 
authorized an additional SI million expansion program, 
including a library-physical education building and two 
additions to the original center building. 


Many of us have been frustrated by the site struggle 


at Green Bay because our attitude by necessity had to 
be a negative one. We in the Fox Cities are not by nature 
negative in approach. We are wholeheartedly behind the 
new university and always have been. 


The idea of building a fine new university center here 


to tie in with UWGB is a positive approach to meeting the 
needs of our future college students It is a thrilling 
concept 


It is time all of us in this area devoted our thinking 


as to how it can be accomplished.

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Peace Corps Points to Many 
Successes After Six Years 


But Some 
Lawmakers 
Are Critical

Peace Corps has been in 
existence six years and has 
cost $467 million. Though its 
successes far outweigh its 
failures, controversy s t i l l 
swirls about the program. It 
has been described both as a 
noble humanitarian movement 
and the greatest whitewash Ln 
the history of government.

WASHINGTON (AP> - A 


young Peace Corps volunteer 
arrived in the remote fishing 
village of San Jose in northern 
Peru, took a deep breath and 
asked himself "What first?" 


He decided to persuade the 


villagers to form a cooperative 
to market their catch. The 
venture was successful. 


With their new prosperity the 


fishermen were able to buy 
engines to replace the sails on 
their boats and had money to 
repair the village's electric 
generator. 


There was one hitch to this 


otherwise happy ending: the 
volunteer had been assigned to 
San Jose in southern Peru. He 
had gone to the northern 
village through a staff mixup. 


"This points up what volun- 


teers can really do," said a 
corps spokesman. "He went to 
a village that didn't expect him 
but needed someone to get 
them organized and the volun- 
teer made good." 


The success story is not an 


exception. Reports from Asso- 
ciated Press bureaus around 
the world indicate that during 
the nearly seven years the 
Peace Corps has been in 
operation its successes far 
outnumber its failures — al- 
though there have been some 
complete flops. 


76,000 Volunteers 


The corps will have 16.000 


volunteers in 58 countries by 
the end of this year, the 
largest number ever. It will 
have 17.500 in an anticipated 66 
countries by the end of next 
summer if Congress approves 
its request for $118.7 million. 


Since 1961 more than 30.000 


volunteers 
have spent two 


years in some underdeveloped 
country. The operation has 
cost S467 million. 


Has it been worth it? 
"Even- dollar that has been 


spent on the Peace Corps in 
services overseas has been 
well spent," Vice President 
Hubert H. Humphrey said 
recently. "Xot another cent 
has been required for the new 
dividends that we have been 
receiving here at home." 


On the other hand. Chairman 


Otto E. Passman said during 
hearings of his House Appro- 
priations subcommittee: "This 
program has been the great- 
est "whitewash in the history of 
government." 


He told Corps director Jack 


Vaughn "This program is so 
new and so uncertain, and 
what it has accomplished is so 
uncertain, that you are trying 
to make something out of a 
program that was cooked up 
overnight." 


Overseas, h o w e v e r , the 


Peace Corps volunteers arc 
usually praised by host gov- 
ernments and newspapers for 
the work they are doing. 


Xew successes are being 


reported as the corps expands 
the role of volunteers in pro- 
grams such as poultry produc- 
tion, agriculture, rural com- 
munity d e v e l o p m e n t and 
health and family planning. 
But education still gets top 
priority. 


In the health area, a tubercu- 


losis control program in Malay- 
sia is only 11 months old but 
already is being hailed as a 
major success. The emphasis 
was on getting Malaysians to 
use clinics that have been set 
up in 30 towns. 


Resettle Families 


Here's a rundown on some of 


the corps' other activities: 


In Africa, volunteers have 


worked successfully with local 
officials to help resettle fami- 
lies on fertile farmland 


In Brazil, volunteers helped 


to expand a school 
lunch 


program to thousands of addi- 
tional students. 


In T h a i 1 a n d , volunteers 


worked in a program to help 
stamp out malaria. Consider- 
able progress has been report- 
ed.In India, 250 volunteers are 
working as nutrition and home 
vegetable instructors. The 
corps says about 1 million 
families are benefiting. 


In Columbia, the corps is 


reaching 500,000 school chil- 
dren through educational tele- 
vision. 
In Micronesia, volunteers 


have taken on day-to-day re- 
sponsibility tor virtually the 
entire public health program.

are bound to be mistakes. 
The Peace Corps is no 
exception. Its successes, 
however, far outnumber 
those failures, many poli- 
tically-oriented and not 
due to the personnel. The 
16,000 volunteers in 58 
countries, by the end of 
the year, continue to pile 
up an impressive record. 
From Turkey to Brazil, 
government officials have 
high praise for the two- 
year volunteers who have 
helped reshape their coun- 
try in production and 
economy.

country where the Peace Corps 
can point to successes, failures 
can usually be found—most of 
them in urban community 
development. 


"If we could do t h i n g s 


differently, we would have sent 
fewer volunteers to the urban 
areas of Latin America." says 
Vaughn, who in March, 1966. 
took over the S28.500-a-year 
directorship 
from 
the 
first 


head. Sargent Shriver. "The 
farther out of the cities the 
Peace Corps gets, the better 
off we will be." 


One of the big reasons for 


the failures was the frustration 
felt by the volunteer because 
—not given a specific task—he 
did not know what to do. 
Another 
difficulty 
was 
the 


inability to define a "communi- 
ty" in a large city's slums 
made up of a changing popula- 
tion of unskilled jobseekers 
The city volunteer also lacks 
status. 


His rural counterpart may 


be the only foreigner who has 
ever lived in a village. But the 
city volunteer usually is just a 
face in the crowd. 


Volunteers in Ecuador work- 


ed as assistants to city plan- 
ners and helped out in city 
agencies. Then came a change 
in city administration. Tne new 
officials didn't know what the 
volunteers w-ere doing and 
didn't want them. 
So the 


volunteers packed up and left. 


Conra Long Ways 


Volunteers were assigned to 


hospitals in Tunisia to teach 
nursing. With few exceptions, 
they had frustrating experi- 
ences. They were used as ward 
nurses and in other routine 
jobs before the program fizzled 
out and was dropped. 


Despite such failures, the 


corps—conceived amid criti- 
cism, skepticism, disbelief and 
fear—has come a long way 
since it was created by Presi- 


dent John F. Kennedy in 
March 1961. 


By law. it has three goals: to 


help underdeveloped countries 
n:eet their needs for trained 
manpower: to help promote 
bener understanding of the 
American people in those coun- 
tries: to help promote better 
understanding of other peoples 
b> the American people. 


There are many who believe 


ire corps' greatest successes 
lie in the last two soals. which 
are nearly impossible to gauge. 


Initial public response to the 


corps was largely favorable. 
But skep'ics were not hard to 
find. 


Overseas. ihe corps heard 


charges—rro«i:y from Commu- 
nists and Communist-oriented 
newspapers—thai the volun- 
teers were spies and represen- 
tatives of the Central Intelli- 
gene Agency. S u c h charges 
were made again this year in 
Latin America. Africa 
and 


Tr.dia. 


Involved in Politics

first volunteer overseas." said

Tne corps also continues to 


get caught up in the political 


crossfires of countries in which 
it serves. Last year, the 
agency was asked to leave 
Guinea—the first time such a 
request was made—because of 
internal politics. 


Pakistan, which also ended 


its Peace Corps program, said 
it wanted higher skills than the 
volunteers have. But it is 
believed the real reasons were 
political. 
• 


Other countries that have 


asked the corps to leave for 
political reasons include Cey- 
Icn, where a new government 
has invited it back; Indonesia 
under Sukarno and Mauritania 
during last summer's Middle 
East crisis. 


The Peace Corps has never 


been known to hide its suc- 
cesses but is quick to acknowl- 
edge its mistakes and tries !o 
rectify them. 


'"We're learning how to do 


things better," said Vaughn. 
"We're giving the volunteers 
better training, we've got bet- 
ter staffs and we're asking host 
countries to make long range 
plans on vrhat they think their 
needs will be. 


'•We have some past experi- 


ence 10 go on now. We are 
getting 
lots of help 
from 


returning volunteers who tell 
us the problems they encoun- 
tered and then we try to pass 
this on to the new trainees. 
Former volunteers are doing 
the recruiting, the training and 
running programs." 


There 
have 
been 
many 


changes in the Peace Corps 
since the first 51 volunteers 
went into training July 3. 1961, 
and then began duty in Ghana 
Aug. 30 of that year. Many of 
those have involved training 
and recruiting of volunteers. 


In recruiting, 
the Peace 


Corps has zeroed in on the 
college graduate with a bache- 
lor's degree — better known 
around the agency as the "BA 
Generalist." 


With the move to attract the 


recent college graduate, the 
average age of the volunteers 
has dropped. In 1963. 9.51 per 
cent were 30 or older. This 
year, only 3.2 per cent are in 
that age" bracket. Tne 21-25 
year bracket now includes 81.8 
per cent of the volunteers.

U.S., Soviet Union Failures as World Powers?

Are the United States and 


the Soviet Union, the two most 
powerful nations in all history, 
resounding failures as great 
powers? 


Fifty years have passed since 
Fifty'years have pased since 


communism seized power in 
Russia. Tne anniversary finds 
the Russians and their chief 
antagonists in today's world, 
ihe Americans, engaged in 
soul-searching. 


In that half century, the 


Russians sought hungrily for 
world 
power. 
The United 


States had world leadership 
thrust upon it. 


The milepost finds Ameri- 


cans bogged down in a South- 
east Asian war threatening to 
erode U.S. world leadership. It 
f.nds the Kremlin beset with 
problems, unhappily aware of 
a waning authority in the world 
of revolutionaries and possibly 
caught up in severe internal 
conflict. 


The United States has never 


learned to act like a great 
power, in the opinion of George 
F. Kennan, one of the most 
celebrated 
of contemporary 


American diplomats. 


In his "Memtirs, 1925-1950," 


just published by Little, Brown 
It Co,, he contends Washing- 


ton's dealings with the Rus- 
sians for \ears were marked 
by naivete and an anxiety on 
the part of U.S statesmen to 
look good to the folks back 
home.

Child's 'Right to Life' Called Inalienable 


Deanery Delegate Attends Family Life Abortion Conference

"Any child conceived has a 


right to be born, to live a full 
life and attain heaven." 


These are the feelings of 


Mrs. Gordon Gehrman. 134 S. 
Lincoln St.. Kimberly, presi- 
dent of the Ouiagamie Dean- 
ery, who attended a confer- 
ence on abortion Oct. 26-27 at 
the Sheraton-Park H o t e l . 
Washington. B.C. The confer- 
ence was sponsored by the 
Family Life Bureau of the 
Catholic 
Church. Delegates 


represented states that have 
abortion legislation pending in 
their legislatures. 


The conference was pre- 


ceded 
by an 
International 


Conference on Abortion Sept 6- 
8 in Washington. D.C.. spon- 
sored by the Harvard Divinity 
School and the Joseph P. 
Kennedy Foundation. It was 
attended by scholar? of theoio- 
gy. law. medicine, ethics and 
social sciences, as well as 
prominent public figures. Tne 
delegates attempted to weigh 
the impact of scientific data in 
the 
formulation 
of ethical 


judgement. 


Conferences TimeTv 


Both of these conferences 


were timely in view of the fact 
that many states in the U.S. 
are re-examining their abor- 
tion laws. Laws today general- 
ly prohibit abortion except in 
cases where it is necessary to 
save the mother's life or 
attempt to prevent serious 
threats to the mother's life. 


The movement to relax 


abortion laws began in the 
early 1950s. In 1959. when the 
American Law Institute pub- 
lished its proposal for relaxing 
abortion laws, the momentum 
gained significantly. 


Mrs. Gehrman pointed out 


that the conference considered 
one of the serious aspects of 
much pending legislation is 
that 
it 
is cased 
on 
the 


American 
L a w Institute's 


Model Penal Code. 


The code, she said, would 


allow abortion in cases where 
pregnancy "represents a seri- 
ous threat to the mental and 
emouonal health of the moth- 
er, where pregnancy is the 
result of rape or incest, or 
where there is a probability of 
fetal anomaly, providing that 
condition warrants such a 
course of action. 


Wisconsin 
has 
legislation 


pending. At present, it is 
among states thai allow legal 
abortion only when the moth- 
er's life is in danger. 


Moral Issue 


Mrs. 
Gehrman is deeply 


aware of the moral issue 
involved in legal abortion. The 
question, she said, that kept 
coming up in discussions was

Begins at Conception

Mrs. Gehrman said that 


many conference participants 
believed 
"abortion 
kills a 


child". 


Tne Model Penal Code which 


points to "the serious threat to 
ihe mental 
and 
emoSional 


health of the mother" was 
thoroughly considered by the 
Family Life Conference. The 
resounding question was the 
child's right 
to life. Tne 


conference was in general 
agreement 
thai psychiatric 


help and good counseling from 
the family physician would 
help a woman with mental 
problems more than an abor- 
tion. Might not a woman who 
aborted her baby, they asked, 
have deeper feelings of guilt 
that would bring forth 
a 


greater mental problem? 


One of the discussion groups 


that involved Mrs. Gehrman 
considered the lack of help 
available for people who have 
socio-economic problems. Pub- 
lic psychiatric and guidance 


i clinics are usually busy at the 


precise time when these peo- 
ple are considering abortion. 
Delegates felt that the prob- 
lem could be met better if 
social welfare assistance was 
immediately available. 


The second recommendation 


of the Code was for abortion in 
cases of incest and rape. The 
conference considered 
t h e 


small number of women who 
actually experience pregnancy 
as the result of this. Tne 
Catholic Church, as well as 
other denominations opposed 
to abortion, and most state 
laws permit a woman who has 
beer, raped or impregnated as 
the result of incest, to contact 
her physician and undergo an 
immediate treatment. How- 
ever, when a pregnancy does 
occur, it is felt that the unborn 
child would be the innocent 
third party, who would suffer 
the consequences caused by an 
immoral act. 


Innocent Third Party 


Mrs. Gehrman pointed to a 


case, discussed a? the confer- 
ence, of a married woman who 
was raped, became pregnant, 
and was not allowed by law to 
be aborted. She and 
her 


husband decided to go through 
with the pregnancy to protest 
the laxv. She delivered and the 
baby was placed for adoption. 
Tne point Mrs. Gehrman said 
was made was that the woman 
did not suffer physical harm 
from the delivery, that people 
in the community where she 
lived were sympathic to her. 
and the baby was given his 
right to life. From a moral 
wrong, good effects resulted. 


The conference also dealt 


with the third recommenda- 


tion of the Model Penal Code, 
the probability of fetal anom- 
aly. Strides are being made in 
the development of various 
methods and techniques for 
correcting defects of all kinds 
after a child's birth. A test is 
now available to determine if 
a fetus is physically abnormal. 
New vaccines for German 
measles have been developed 
and. in the foreseeable future, 
this disease should no longer 
play a part in the malforma- 
tion of babies. 


Members of the conference 


questioned whether liberalized 
abortion laws in cases where a 
baby might be born with a 
physical or rnenta! deficiency 
might not lead to mercy 
killing of any individuals who 
are deformed, aged or infirm- 
ed. Can we take ihe responsi- 
bility for drawing the line and 
holding it once a liberalized 
moral view of abortion be- 
comes an accepted part of 
society, they asked. 


Leonard Carlin, a lawyer 


from Colorado, was one of the 
conference speakers. Of a 
liberalized abortion bill passed 
in his state in April. 1967. he 
stated that, medically, there 
was no reason for legalizing 
the law. and legally, the new 
law creates more problems 
than it solves. Further, he 
said, it is morally wrong. In 
the four and one^ialf months 
since the law went into effect 
36 of ihe first 70 abortions 
were for psychiatric reasons. 
These 70 abortions represent a 
500 per cent increase in legal 
abortions- 


Mr. Carlin suggested to the 


Sunday Pest-Crescent C8 
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delegates that they should 
work for inclusion of a resi- 
dence requirement in their 
stale laws. Of the 70 abortions 
that have taken place in 
Colorado, 40 per cent have 
been non-resident. He further 
suggested that they attempt to 
have as many amendments as 
possible tacked onto the bills, 
in an effort to weaken them 
and block passage. 


The Rev. James T. McHugh. 


director of the Family Life 
Bureau, has stated the position 
of the Catholic Church. "Abor- 
tion means terminating the 
life of an unborn child, one 
who possesses the potentiality 
of developing in the womb of 
his mother, and in due time, 
taking his place in ihe world 
as a human person. It brings 
to an end with irreversible 
finality both the existence and 
the destiny of the developing 
human person." 


Rev. 
McHugh 
continued, 


"We feel that man's responsi- 
bility is to eliminate the bases 
of evil, ignorance and injus- 
tice, rather than to provide for 
an easier termination of de- 
veloping human life."

An exhibition of 
African 


carvings and textiles gathered 
by Mrs. James Winfree during 
ihe course of a recent trip is 
on display in the Samuel 
Appleton-Carnegie Library at 
Lawrence University. 


Mrs. Winfree, the former 


Barbara Simon of Kaukauna. 
is on the library staff while 
she waits to join her husband 
in Warri. Nigeria. Because of 
civil 
war 
in 
ihe country, 


dependents of American per- 
sonnel working in 
Nigeria 


have been evacuated. Winfree 
is an administrative assistant 
in a fabrication yard operated 
by J. Ray McDenmott Over- 
seas. Inc., an American firm 
that supplies oil companies. 


The textiles on display in- 


clude an indigo tie-dye cioth 
typical of that worn by the 
Yoruba tribe of Nigeria as a 
draped garment. It was made 
by an English woman married 
to a Nigerian doctor, and is 
similar to native work except 
for the fact 
that 
a more 


permanent type of dye was 
used. 


Another textile is made up 


of hand-woven strips sewed 
together, woven in blue-black, 
silvery blue and wine. A third 
piece is machine-made cotton 
cloth of gay orange and bright 
green, printed with a Swahili 
motto. The cotton was pur- 
chased in a bazaar in Zanzi- 
bar, and was manufactured 
for the East African market in 
India. 


Most of the carvings are 


fashioned 
in thornwood by 


Rufus Kola of Ibadan, Nigeria. 
Thornwood has three natural 
colors — dark brown, light tan 
and rosy pink. Four of the 
carvings are women engaged 
in domestic pursuits — one 
carrying a basket of yams on 


her head, one pounding corn, 
one feeding chickens, and one 
weaving. 


Male figures are a poiter. a 


glass-blower, and a drummer 
beating on a talking drum. 


Another carving comes from 


the Makonde tribe, the only 
group in Tanzania to have a 
tradition of carving. Tne piece 
depicts a woman bending over 
a cooking pot, with a child 
fastened to her back. The 
woman is represented with 
tribal scarring on her face, 
while 
the child's 
face 
is 


unscarred. Still another figure 
shows a man clubbing a lion. 


Mrs. Winfree toured Africa 


for about six months with a 
friend who had completed her 
sen-ice with the Peace Corps 
in Tanzania. They travelled in 
that 
country, 
in Zanzibar. 


Kenya. Ethiopia. Sudan. Da- 
homey. Togo. Ghana and Sen- 
egal, with the longest time 
spent in Nigeria. Except when 
flying 
major 
distances be- 


tween countries, they used 
local transportation and had 
the experience of going over- 
land from Nigeria to Ghana by 
station wagon taxi, a mode of 
transportation used in that 
area instead of scheduled bus 
service.

Began Five Years Ago

result of a collaboration that 
began five years ago between 
Labino and" the Toledo Mu- 
seum of Art. At that time — in 
19^2 — the museum set up a 
workshop to explore the possi- 
bilities for individual crafts- 
men to work with molten glass 
as a creative medium. 


Labino was one of a dozen 


participants in that workshop. 
His first contribution to the 
success of the project was to 
overcome two main technical 
obstacles: 
He developed a 


formula for class that could be 
melted at lower temperatures 
than those used in commercial 
manufacture, and that could 
be kept in the molten state for 
weeks without crystallization, 
and he buill simple and inex- 
pensive equipment that would 
not burn a building down. 


By sharing his discoveries. 


Labino enabled other crafts- 
men for the firsi time to set 
up a home studio, and thus 
expand ihe art. Last year, 
when ihe museum sponsored 
she firs! national competition 
in hand-wrought glass, a pro-

ilFTY years ago. in November 1917. National 
Guardsmen from Wisconsin in general and the 


\ 
Fox Cities in particular were a part of two U-S. 
Army divisions about to blaze famous names for 


themselves in World War L This outstanding, dual 
battle record of fighting the "Hun" in France, Bel- 
gium and Germany is reflected in the heraldic in- 
signia of today's National Guard unit headquartered 
in Appleton and Neenah. 


Under the command of Lt Col. John D. Shipley, 


of Appleton, its official name of recent reorganiza- 
tion is the First Battalion, 127th Infantry (SRF), 32nd 
Infantry Division, Wisconsin Army National Guard- 
Its component parts are Headquarters and Headquar- 
ters Company of Appleton and Neenah. and three rifle 
companies — Company A of Marinette and Clinton- 
ville. Company B of Manitowoc and Two Rivers, and 
Company C of Plymouth and Sheboygan. 


This is the World War I story behind the color- 


ful insignia of the 127th Infantry of the 32nd Di- 
vision. It's the story of how a company of machine 
gunners from Outagamie County helped earn the 
bright rainbow background in the center of the shield- 
They were with guardsmen from Oshkosh and Fond 
du Lac in the 150th Machine Gun Battalion of the 
celebrated Rainbow Division (42nd). 


Why Red Arrow on Top 


There's a good reason why the red arrow is super- 


imposed on the rainbow design of the regimental 
insignia. The old Companies E. F and G of the 1917 
Second Wisconsin Infantry were picked for the 26- 
state 42nd Division, which became known as the Rain- 
bow Division for its shoulder patch. When these boys 
returned from war, the companies reformed as Wis- 
consin National Guard units of the 32nd or Red Arrow 
Division's 127th Infantry. 


The bright red arrow and the motto "Les Ten* 


bles" are contributions of Wisconsin men in the 32nd 
Division. Composed of Michigan guardsmen *s well, 
this was the only American division to have all its 
colors decorated by the French. The story of how the 
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Red Arrow men got their formidable name also is 
part of the 127th Infantry's history. 


The other symbols in the regimental coat of arms 


also have significance. The crouching badger at the 
top forms the crest and signifies the Badger State 
of Wisconsin. The three circles across the top of 
the shield are called fountains which are heraldic 
symbols for water, representing 
Wisconsin's "wild 


rushing streams." 


The three circles have two more meanings. They 


represent the three Wisconsin units—the old 1st, 2nd 
and 3rd Wisconsin National Guard Regiments — from 
which the 127th Infantry (and the 128th as well) 
were formed when the Red Arrow Division was organ- 
ized Sept. 24.1917. at Camp McArthur in Waco, Texas. 
The trio of wave-filled circles also commemorates 
Wisconsin National Guard action in the Spanish Amer- 
ican War, the Mexican Border War of 1916 and World 
War I. 


French Nom de Guerre 


The nickname of ''Les Terribles," came to the 32nd 


Division by way of praise from a French officer. The 
division already had made a name for itself as the 
Americans who never retreated, but always pierced 
every line attacked. This was to be the Division's 
standing record throughout the war. 


It was during the Aisne-Marne offensive, from July 


27 to Aug. 6. 1918, that the 32nd got its name for the 
first time. Working with a corps of the 6th French 
Army, the Red Arrow men lined up in front of the 
Frenchmen and started the push attack that never 
stopped as the troops went through the village of 
Cierg-es and beyond. The French commander, Gen. 
De Mondesir. came to see for himself how the Amer- 
icans were fighting—this technique seemed unbe- 
lievable. Finding an observation point he personally 
watched the Americans climb the steep banks of the 
Ourq River, then methodically clear the enemy from 
all the strongholds—a farmhouse, the woods and any 
other building or hiding place. The French officer

NEENAH — Acres of bleak, steel-grey sludge have 


replaced a swampy area where cattails were supported 
by knee-deep muck less than two decades ago. 


It's been a favorable exchange. The nearby water is 


a bit cleaner that it might have been; the city has 
saved money and. perhaps, some day a lush green 
carpet will cover the tons and tons of clay on the south 
end of Little Lake Butte des Morts and turn it into a 
parkway. 


And it's all part of a pollution control program for 


Bergstrom Paper Co. at its downtown plant. 


Back in 1952, the firm spent S285.000 to set up its 


own waste treatment plant to ease the load at the 
Neenah-Menasha sewage treatment facility. 


The state legislature deeded some 32 acres of lake 


bottom to the city of Neenah. and the city fathers, in 
turn, provided a dumping grounds for the mill's 
unwanted byproduct. 


Now, 
perched on one edge of that sludge bank is 


§1.2 million worth of buildings and equipment to 
further clean the water the mill borrows from the 
river—both before and after it is used. 


The water management center, as the new complex 


on three acres of the reclaimed marshland is called, 
will go into full operation this month. 


A mammoth indoor basin will receive the flow of 


the Neenah canal at a rate of 10 million gallons a day. 
A special chemical coagulant will drop the particles in 
the not-so-pure incoming water to the bottom of the 
clarifier. 


This portion of the water management center is as 


important to the company as the discharge treatment 
is to the Fox River Valley. The quality of the paper 
product depends largely on the water source and 


during summer "dog days", algae would upset the 
treatment balance, company officials noted. 


After a trip through two more tanks, the water Is 


fit for use. 
Then, following the flow of the Fox 


River through the veins of the papermaking process, a 
similar operation filters the water before it rushes 
back on its north-bound course. And chances are that 
this same water will be used and reused several times 
by industries along the hard-working river before it 
reaches Green Bay. 


The clay residue which results from Bergstrom's 


papermaking process isn't toxic, nor does it rob 
oxygen from the water as raw pulp does. But it does 
discolor the river and causes silting problems. 


"Living as we do downtown, we find ourselves in a 


fish bowl requiring us to make extraordinary efforts 
not to offend our neighbors." H. R. Moore, company 
president, said. 


Bergstrom's main operations have remained just a 


few blocks from Neenah's business district since the 
company was founded in 1904. replacing the old 
Winnebago Paper Mill. 


The firm uses cities for its "forests"; scrap paper 


in huge bails is chewed by machines, then liquified in 
beaters. Clay, starch and bleach are among the 
common ingredients used in making the finished 
product 


At the end of this de-inking process, the mill is left 


with the problem of disposing of tons of sludge. 


In 1935, when the Neenah-Menasha sewage plant 


was built, the firm routed its wastes to the new 
facility. But as the company continued to grow and 
the load on the municipal facility soared near 
capacity, Bergstrom decided to build its own 
treatment plant.

"By then we hope to have developed some use for 


the "b\ product." one company official noted. 


The new waste treatment facility will add to the 


sludge removal problem as tiny particles, which had 
previously been swept into the river, will be settled 
during the three-stage process. 


A new polyelectrolytc coagulant chemical. de\ el- 


oped recently by scientists engaged by Bergstrom. 
paved the way for the million-dollar project, which 
includes a circular clarifier. 120 feet in diameter, 
located on the edge of the water treatment center. 


All paper mill and de-inking plant waste water will 


be fed into this clarifier. which has a settling capacity, 
of 8.000.000 gallons per day. The recovered solids will 
then move to the ok! disposal plant, where the ma- 
terial is squeezed dry in compaction tanks and 
through the use of a vacuum filter. 


The huge clarifier will increase the holding and 


settling time of present waste water three - fold, 
allowing for greater efficiency in removal of solids, 
according to company officials. 


Dump trucks will haul the grey sludge onto the fill 


area, where the material further settles. Engineers 
claim that in the future the clay banks could be solid 
enough for construction and one proposal, part of 
Neenah's 1961 comprehensive plan, calls for an 
expressway around the south end of the lake across 
the sludge base. 


After the used water goes through the variou< 


stages of purification, it is returned to the lake, 
rushing through pipes which mix the effluent with 
canal water. The firm spent more than S100.000 to 
develop this system of aeration. 


Bergstrom officials aren't willing to predict how 


much the new equipment will reduce the firm's 
pollution contribution to the Fox River. Rather, they 
prefer to await the results. 


"There are no miraculous cures or breakthroughs 


in our ceaseless efforts to improve our water 
conditions." the company president stated. 


Moore added. "Over the years we have, and will 


continue to devote large sums of money and effort to 
the improvement of our water resource.

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Is It Humane 


To Let Nature 


Take Its Course?

EER rifles are being taken down from gun 
racks or cut of storage closets, and the 
lady of the house is finding oiiy rags on 
the coffee table and boxes of shells en 
top of the refrigerator- 


Red caps, therrnc-lined gloves and hunting jackets 


are stacked on the hall table, to be sent to the 
cleaner, while the clothes hamper brims over with 
such seasonal items as long underwear and red 
handkerchiefs. 


The man of ihe house has a far-away look in his 


eyes, and doesn't answer when his wife asks him 
whether the roast is done enough to suit him, or will 
he go with her to see junior's teacher. Ke is dream- 
ing of a pair of antlers, to be mounted over the fire- 
place — antlers impressive enough to be photograph- 
ed by the local newspapers and written up in an out- 
door magazine. But more than that, if he is a real 
sportsman, he can visualize a 10-point buck stepping 
into the clearing just ahead of him. Whether or not 
he comes back v.ith his tag filled, the chances are 
that he will have had at least one near miss: one 
exciting chase after an elusive white-tail, and one 
more tall yarn to add to his collection of hunting 
stories. 


For the majority of Americans, certainly most of 


the men, whether or not they hunt, this aspect of life 
in Wisconsin during the fall is taken for granted — 
a sort of annual phenomenon that adds a dash of 
color to the sere brown landscape, and brings a 
measure of relief from the war news and reports of 
social unrest. 


Women, too — about 15 per cent of Wisconsin's 


gun and bow-and-arrow hunters — are taking to the 
field. Wisconsin's relatively high percentage of wom- 
en is nearly double the national average of 8 per cent. 


In addition tr "ne small number of lady nimrods 


who actually take :o the field, there are some wives 
who, while they probably admit that they "couldn't 
shoot anythir.g'. scc-ept the fact that the sport is both 
legitimate and wholesome, and here to stay — having 
been with the hu.nan race since pre-historic times. 
Of these women, a considerable number go along to 
keep camp for hu=banos and their hunting partners. 


On the other hand, there are the preservationists 


— those who believe wildlife should be left unmolest- 
ed at all times and in all circumstances. These are 
the well-meaning people whose rallying motto is: 
"Don't upset the balance of nature!"' or "Let nature 
take its course!" 


Well, let's see. with the eyes of game manager 


Don Bublitz. of the Wisconsin Conservation Depart- 
ment, what happens in a deer yard when nature 
does "take its course": 


The sign that might have told the story is gone 


now, faded with the melted snow of a bitter north- 
ern winter. A chickadee may have been first on the

scene that icy morning when the fawn was unable 
to stir from its bed. Perhaps a raven disturbed 
the small bird as it pecked busily at the glazed 
eyeballs. Later, a fox might have flushed the raven 
from its scavenging, only to be routed by a coyote 
alerted by the big bird's scoldings. 


As spring waned, mice and other woodland 


rodents came to gnaw on hooves and pieces of red- 
marrowed bone. Days grew warmer and insects of 
the forest floor swarmed over scattered bits of car- 
cass. The brief summer's green lush visited the 
deer yard, hiding the few remaining hairs. 


The moral of this story is not that nature is 


cruel. Nature can be unpredictable, even awesome 
in her severity. But when man refuses to recognize 
and deal as best he can with these whims of nature 
as they affect the creatures in his care, then he is 
less than kind. He could, indeed, be charged with 
gross neglect of northern Wisconsin's deer herd! 
And the crux of the problem lies in the condition 
ef the deer's wintering yards. 


A deer yard is an area which affords deer some 


protection from the rigors of winter. It may be a 
cedar swamp, a hemlock ridge, a jack-pine planta- 
tion, or a narrow deep valley with mixed cover: 
but either through cover or topography, it provides 
some protection from weather during the winter 
months. A deer yard may be as small as three 
acres, or as large as 10.000. 


In winter, deer seek the protection of

plants, very few yards can properly support a win- 
tering hard. Deer yards comprise only one-tenth of 
northern Wisconsin's deer range. It follows that 
there will be hungry deer when most of the herd 
is cor.centrated on this small and abused portion of 
its range for a third of the year. 


Our winter deer yards are in tough shape! And 


the aftermath of a severe winter is startling. . . 
The still-born fawns, the barren does, the raid- 
spring death of adult does weakened beyond the 
point of return: the single births where there 
should have been twins: the long odds against fawns 
born to undernourished does . . . and a fawn dying 
of starvation is. indeed, a pathetic sight. 


But most alarming to the game manager Is the 


battered condition of the vegetation which should 
provide food and cover during future winters. To 
him one fact is glaringly obvious — deer are liter- 
ally eating up their wintertime room and board! 


Fortunately, it isn't too iate to salvage many of 


our winter deer yards. Files of valuable data from 
continuous deer research programs and experience 
with different kinds of deer seasons gives us the 
facts: 


1) Food i browse) and cover plants on thousands 


of acres of winter range can recover under reduced 
browsing pressure. 


2) A seemingh' obvious solution, the feeding of 


hay and other artificial food supplements, only 
compounds the problem of concentrating deer on 
small acreage to abuse natural browse further. 


3 > Fewer healthy deer overwintering on healthy 


range will produce more fawns than a larger num- 
ber of starving and weakened deer on a deteriorat- 
ing range. And most important, without damage 
to the range! 


The "deer problem." then, brought into sharper 


focus, is the inability of the winter range adequate- 
ly to nourish and shelter a wintering herd as large 
as the summer herd. The obvious solution is to re- 
duce the deer herd from its fall peak to such size 
as can be healthilv supported by the winter range. 


* * * 
Deer management plans designed to harvest deer 


when and where surpluses occur deserve the support 
of wildlife and outdoor enthusiasts. It must also bs 
recognized that the wise logging of aspen 
< "popple") 


will provide fresh new shoots for deer browse where 
older trees have grown beyond reach. Together, these 
twin factors can assure dear for the nature-lover to 
observe and the sportsman to hunt. 


But whether naturalist, hunter, or conservationist, 


with a scientific approach to wildlife management, 
most of us probably fe2l much as Jody Baxter, tm 
Pbueer lad. did in "The Yearling", by M.irjone Kin- 


nan Rawlings. Jody had just shot his first buck: 


"Jody knelt down to examine the fine frame. A 


sickness came over him at the sight of the glazed eyes 
and the bleeding throat. He wondered, as he often 
did. why game for him was always three different 
animals. On the chase, it was the quarry: but whea 
it lay dead, he was sickened and sorry and his heart 
ached over it. Still later, when it was smoked or 
caoked. it was only meat. It -.vas as though they were 
different animals, or different boys."

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Imported Tree Sparrow Is Smaller, 
Daintier Than His Common Cousin 


By Clara Hussong 


The house sparrow and the starling are not the 


only European birds introduced into this country dur- 
ing the last century, but they are the two who made 
it successfully. A number of other species were 
brought here and planted in various places, but only 
a few became numerous. Some plantings died out 
altogether, and others still exist in small numbers in 
local areas. 


In 1870. 30 years after the first house sparrows 


were introduced and 20 years before starlings were 
brought here from Europe, some European tree spar- 
rows were brought to St. Louis. In the nearly 100 
years since their introduction they have made little 
population progress, and are believed to be confined 
to the vicinity of St. Louis, both in Missouri and in 
western Illinois. 


This imported tree sparrow looks much like the 


common house sparrow, but is smaller and daintier, 
and has a few marks not found in the latter bird. 
In both sexes, the entire top of the head, from the 
forehead to the nape, is a rich chestnut brown, and it 
has a black throat front. The sides of its neck are 
grayish, with a black spot on the cheek below the 
eye. 


In the last issue of The Passenger Pigeon, the 


magazine published by the Wisconsin Society of Orni- 
thology, there is an account of catching one of those 
birds in a banding trap. Don Beimborn of Ocono- 
mowoc. reports that he and his wife had been band- 
ing house sparrows and were using a special spar- 
row trap to catch them. 


On March 29. 1966, Mrs. Biemborn looked out 


of the window at the trap, and noticed a bird which 


she took to be a house sparrow approaching it. She 
rapped on the window to scare the bird away, as 
she was too busy just then to "process" it. This in- 
cludes getting the bird out of the trap, tagging it with 
an aluminum band, and writing up the record. 


A little later the bird returned and entered the 


trap, which had sunflower seeds in it. It was just a 
few minutes before her husband was due to come 
home, and she left it for him to process. Banders are 
not supposed to leave birds in traps for any length 
of time, as they may injure themselves in their at- 
tempts to get out. 


When Don got home, he picked up the bird and 


noticed its smaller size and its strange head mark- 
ings. On consulting bird books, he found it to be the 
European tree sparrow. He called in several other 
competent birders, who confirmed his identification. 
Several persons photographed it while it was hand- 
held, and one of the pictures appears in the maga- 
zine. The bird was turned over to the Milwaukee 
County Zoo. but is now at the Milwaukee Museum. 


This is the first time this species has been seen 


in Wisconsin, and because of its close identification, 
and the many pictures, it will be accepted for inclu- 
sion in the next Wisconsin Check List of Birds. It will 
be described as an "accidental."' that is. a species 
that is even rarer than rare, and has no business 
being here at all. No doubt it wandered over from 
Illinois or Missouri. 


It is a native of most of Europe, and parts of 


Asia. Its call note is said to be much like a house 
sparrow's, and its song, a soft twittering. 


Will the Poodle Lead the Blind?

Might the Poodle, darling of the dog shows and 


the sophisticated set. attain equal status with the 
German Shepherd as a guide dog for the blind? 


A veteran Milwaukee dog trainer. Marv Schmel- 


ing. doesn't see why not and he offers some cogent 
reasons to support this speculation. He has coached 
four blind youngsters in dog handling and all of them 
have taken their Poodles through enough tests to 
qualify them as Companion dogs under the American 
Kennel Club obedience trial rules. 


Not only must a guide dog for the blind have 


unusual intelligence, but the dog must be virtually 
unflappable. Those familiar with the Poodle's fun- 
loving, often clownish outlook on life, which is a 
factor in the appeal of these intelligent dogs, will 
lean to skepticism. 


But not Schmeling. whose credentials include the 


post as head trainer of the Greater Milwaukee Poodle 
Club. "Forget about the miniature and toy Poodles." 
he said. "We're talking about the standard Poodle. 
This is a working dog." 


Schmeling is right, of course. While classified by 


the American Kennel Club as a "nonsporting" dog 
for show purposes, the standard Poodle may well 
have started out as a hunting dog and has the size 
and intelligence to perform the tasks asked of a 
sporting or working breed. 


Minimum height for a standard Poodle is 15 inches 


and the larger ones are comparable in size to the 
retriever breeds. In all likelihood, the Poodle got its 
start as a waterfowl and shorebird retriever. The 
name itself probably derives from the German pud- 
deln. meaning puddle, perhaps even splash. The breed 
did originate in Germany, not France, where it be- 
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came known as the Caniche. a derivative of chicn 
canard, freely translated as "duck dog."' 


In Germany the breed is called Pudel or. in Latin. 


Canis familiaris acquatius. which in plain English 
means "water dog." As a matter of fact, some trainers 
have had a lot of fun and success in recent years us- 
ing standard poodles as waterfowl retrievers. Most 
are good swimmers and their dense coat affords the 
necessary- protection. Untrimmed or cut down with- 
out regard for style they strongly resemble Irish Wa- 
ter Spaniels and Curly-coated Retrievers, who may 
owe their existence to Poodle ancestors. 


It's entirely possible that the fancy trims Poodles 


now exhibit stemmed from the practical practice of 
shearing away excess hair that would impede prog- 
ress in the water but leaving clumps to protect joints 
and organs. 


Schmeling points to the Poodle's coat as a factor 


that might promote it as a guide dog. Many persons 
are allergic to dog hair. Therefore they can't be in 
contact with most dogs. However, the "fur" of the 
Poodle seems to be non-allergic and many blind per- 
sons who cannot have a guide dog of one of the other 
breeds because of this allergy have no difficulty with 
the Poodle. 


Poodles aren't "shedders" and while this lack of 


a major nuisance to many persons is desirable, 
Schmeling admits that the considerable grooming it 
takes to keep a Poodle presentable may prove a 
stumbling block. But he thinks that can be overcome. 


Even the relatively short tail of the Poodle is ad- 


vantageous. Schmeling feels. There would be less 
danger of it getting stepped on or caught in doors.

1918.

The Appleton Post, in a special Welcome Home 


edition to the Rainbow men, published May 16. 1919, 
called the company's war record "wonderful." quot- 
ing an Ohio officer's praise, "We would go through 
hell with Company A laying down a barrage ahead 
of us." 


The Post added its own personal assessment, 


"With the reputation of being one of the best ma- 
chine gun companies in the entire American Arnrv, 
Company A, 150th Machine Gun Battalion, formerly 
Company G of the Second Wisconsin Regiment, has 
earned the plaudits of military commanders the coun- 
try over." 


Most of the 
Company A men were wounded 


shortly after action started in the Champagne region 
(July 15-18). This also was their baptism of fire and 
from then on the fighting was almost constant- The 
company fought on as many or more fronts than any 
other Army unit, the newspaper declared. During the 
Champagne-Marne offensive, Outagamie men took an 
important part in the routing of the noted Prussian 
Guards by the Rainbow Division. This success led to 


their becoming shock troops, being sent to trouble 
spots wherever they cropped up. 


Germans Try a Trick 


In July and August, Company A fought hi prac- 


tically all the skirmishes and battles north of Cha- 
teau Thierry. It was in the course of this fighting that 
the Germans tried a ruse on the machine gunners. 
Wearing captured French uniforms, they attempted 
to surprise the Americans. 


Luckily, they were Americans plus one French- 


man. A detachment of French troops were ahead of 
the machine gunners when the latter took their po- 
sitions. Running into serious trouble, the French 
started a retreat; as they passed the Appleton boys 
they shouted for them to fall back. 


But the company couldn't see things that way, de- 


ciding to hang on and defend their positions. One of 
the Frenchmen stayed behind with the Americans. 
It was fortunate he did. 


Soon a body of men in French uniforms was spot- 


ted coming from the German Ines. Men in Company 
A were puzzled at what appeared to be Frenchmen 
approaching their gun positions. 


Holding then* fire until the "Frenchmen" came 


closer, it was the visiting Frenchman who saw through 
the deception first Yelling "BochesL" he called out to 
his comrades to open fire. The Americans did just 
that with the result the oncoming Germans piled up 
in stacks like cordwood. Only a few were able to get 
out of range. 


Maj. Graef 's Orders 


The success and fighting spirit of Company A has 


been credited to their commander, Lothar G. Graef. 
Appleton, whose rank was captain throughout most 
of the war. He was made a major just before return- 
ing home in May, 1919. 


•'•The gun crew of this gun," he ordered each of 


his units "will take its battle post with full equip- 
ment. Every member of the gun crew must know the 
mission of the gun, firing data, and all orders per- 
taining to the position. 


'•This position will be held in case of attack to 


the last man and the last round of ammunition. If 
capture is unavoidable, destroy your gun".

The Wisconsin men in both divisions quickly be-

The "boys from home" even managed 
to fight side by side in the drive from Chateau Thier- 
ry to Fismes. 


Both groups were in the Meuse-Argonne sector in 


the early days of November. Although Company A 
had gone on to a new location, they were nearby. It 
was here the men of both divisions learned that the 
fighting was over on Nov. 11, but for them their ser- 
vice was needed still as members of the Army of Oc- 
cupation.

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Diplomat George Kennan Reviews His

Tlia general reader often associates ;he v.ord 


"memoirs" with personal, intimate ai?. J:en co'orful 
recollections. In this book the word L> taken In its 
more formal, exact sense as a record or history 
written from personal knowledge. 


In short, this is not a gossipy, entertaining 


adventure story. The author calls it primarily as 
"intellectual autobiography." It makes dry use of his 
ample diaries and the innumerable position papers, 
often professorial, that he wrote for the State 
Department. What it amounts to is a review of his 
professional career as a diplomat. Consequently, its 
chief appeal would be to the serious student of 
International affairs. 


It covers the years from his entrance into the 


foreign service to his temporary departure in I95G. As 
one of the first of American's Russian experts, he was 
in Moscow at critical times — with Ambassador BuI'lti 
in the '30s, and as chief aide to Ambassador Harriman 
in 1944-46. He also witnessed the fall of Czechoslovakia 
and was in Germany when America entered World 
War II. His work on the Marshall Plan and his 
preparation in 1948 of a change in occupation policv' 
in Japan are what he considers his major contribu- 
tions. 


He left the service In 1950 because he v.23 out of 


tune with the administration's policies on XATO. Gsi> 
many. Central Europe and nuclear policy. 


Under the smooth professional aplomb of the 


diplomat there seems to have been some human 
reactions to the way governments operate. For 
example. It perturbed him no end when his reports 
seemed to be ignored in Washington; and he thought 
it absurd that his superiors had to consider what 
Congress might do about foreign affairs, for he felt 
Congress had no business sticking Its nose into such 
matters. He concedes at one point that he was naive 
about that. 


Annexed to the book are several of his most 


important papers on Russia, and students of diploma- 
cy may find him implying an "I told you so" on at 
least some points.

As an untrained painter, he 
preserved in many miniatures the images of the 
Indians he met and their ways of life. 


His favorites were the Flatbeads. but he alsj became 


acquainted v.ith Couers d'AIenes. Blacktest. Crov.s. 


Author. 'Memoirs 1925-1950' 


Nez Perces and others. He studied not only the people 
but also the flora and fauna of the territory he visited. 


Father Point was a contemporary of the American 


painter George Catlin. and while less skilled as an 
artist, he has preserved a graphic record of many 
scenes that otherwise would have been lost. His 
journal and Its Illustrations were almost forgotten in a 
Jesuit archive 
near 
Montreal until they 
were 


rediscovered by a Jesuit scholar. Joseph P. Donnelly. 
who translated the text. 


Tliis journal and its 280 illustrations are an 


important item for anyone Interested in American 
Indians, anthropology and natural history — and all the 
Western history baffs.

This is a case in which the jester shoves his comic 


mask aside and lets the lines of worry show as ha 
ruefully ruminates on the present state of our 
country. 


Keats is a witty man and an experienced lampooner 


of our social idiocies. If It's humor you're looking for, 
there is plenty of it here. But there is more. 


His title is a suggestion that whether we like it or 


not, a reluctant America has had imperialism thrust 
upon her by default, and as the world's current 
experts in soldiery. lawgiving and road-building, we 
are akin to the ancient Romans. 


In assessing America today, the author uses his own 


personal history as his frame of reference. He speaks 
for the generation now in their 40s. who were "born 
into the mindlessness of Prohibition, a time of 
hypocrisy; as adolescents experienced the Great 
Depression, a time of utter 
disillusion." were 


"marched off into the horror of Hitler's War" and for 
two decades "have skittered along the edge of 
holocaust." 


What Keats is trying to do is to sort out the 


difference between the American dream and the 
American fact—equating the latter with the word 
"trash." He holds forth only a little hope far tne 


fiituie. on the ground that Americans aie dogge'My 
accustomed to assuming we'll snap out of our troubles 
eventually. 


What dis:urbs him most is a loss of a sense of 


values, the replacement of the hero Image by an anti- 
hero. And he is worried about the chasm between the 
generations as anyone, attributing it to the child- 
centered, permissive patterns of recent society. 


It might be a good idea to read this book once for its 


amusing social commentary, and a second time for 
deeper meanings and deeper significance.

Africa. Perhaps that's one reason why this gripping 
book produces an indignation of smoking intensity. 


Ernest Cole, the 27-year-old black South African 


author, used sharp wits, old-fashioned brass and good 
luck for six years to take photographs secretly that 
would have brought instant arrest had his purpose 
been discovered: then smuggled them and himself out 
of his homeland one jump ahead of the law. 


But v.hile he intended to shed light on the seldom- 


seen, squalorous lives of his nation's black majority, 
perhaps the book's greatest value In this country will 
be to focus attention on racial •brutality" effects on the 
race on the bottom. 


The text, written fay Cole and Thomas Flaherty, 


associate editor of Life magazine, outlines the results 
of the great chasm of cruelty which separates life for 
black South Africans from the sun-splashed sporting 
resort pictured in the government's tourist brochures. 


Cole's expressed belief that "the split between black 


and white in South Africa is irreconcilable" makes it 
clear that South Africa may be creating a monster 
that could one day turn on her minority white 
population in a savage orgy of violence. 


Drawing parallels between America and South 


Africa is of limited usefulness. The U.S. government is 
striving to open its society at the same time the South 
African government is committed to closing doors. 


One of the difficult things to forget are the 


despairing faces in so many of Cole's photographs, 
faces that bear a haunting resemblance to so many la 
Harlem. Watts and Chicago's South Side.

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About the Biggest Trust of Al

\Vord filtering out of Washington. D. C.. has it 


that the next target of the Justice Department's 
bright young men may well be the biggest corpora- 
tion of them all — General Motors. 


A task force of Justice attorneys, it is reported, 


has already drawn up a sample brief, intended — or 
so it would appear — to persuade the courts to order 
the nation's largest automaker to divide itself, 
amoeba-like, into two or more of its component divi- 
sions. 


It might be noted, in all fairness, that the White 


House has denied that any firm decision has yet been 
made on the matter. A spokesman for President 
Johnson told newsmen that the brief aimed at the 
breakup of GM remains in suspended animation, 
pending further study. 


(It might also be observed, parenthetically, that 


such a move against one of Michigan's major em- 
ployers, might \ery well stir up a considerable 
?mount of animosity toward the Administration in an 
election year.) 


Drawbacks of Bigness 


Be that as it may. confirmation of the existence 


of even a tentative plan to mo\e against GM has set 
your servant to cogitating about the inherent draw- 
backs of bigness in American life. And these medita- 
tions, in turn, have led Reynard to wonder, in all 
seriousness, why the trust busters — if only for Hie 
sake of argument — don't, temporarily at least, turn 
their legal spotlights in the opposite direction, and 
consider the advantages to be gained by breaking up 
the biggest monopolies of them all — the principal 
departments of the United Stntes government. 


Lest Reynard appear to be aligning himself v.ith 


either the anarchists at the far left or the anti-stat- 
ists at the far right of the political spectrum, let it be 
hastily explained that he would neither eliminate 
nor even substantially reduce the present size of the 
government. 


Like General Motors, the go\8rnment has estab- 


lished its assorted agencies and departments, over a 
period of nearly 200 years, in order to meet specific 
needs. And. in general, it is serving these needs 
tolerably well. 


But unlike General .Motors' Pontiac. Chevrolet and 


Oldsmobile dhisions. the operating dhisions of the 
Federal Government ha\e no real competition any- 
where in sight. If one does not wish to buy a Chev- 
rolet automobile, he can always buy a Plymouth 
Rambler. Ford or Hispano-Suiza i slightly-used but in 
mint condition>. But if one does not wish to buy the 
policies formulated by the U- S. State and Defense 
Departments, for example, there is no opportunity 
to purchase an alternative product at a store just a 
few steps down the street. 


This fact surely would not be lost on the Justice 


department's investigative team. 


Bigger Than GM 


The Defense Department is. in point of fact, the 


very epitome of Bigness. It is bigger than General 
Motors and DuPont combined- It totally monopolizes

the design, procurement and use of major weapons 
in -he r.S.A.. and in many places throughout the 
v.orld. It exercises \irtuaily absolute control o\er 
the physical well-being of hundreds of thousands of 
\oung men. 


Similarh. the Department of State has a total 


monopoly on the setting and execution of foreign 
policy. Since the department has no real competition 


• except, perhaps, from the increasingly frustrated 
pundits in the Senate, on televison and in the press K 
the ultimate consumer, the citizen-taxpayer, has no 
alternative but to give his financial support to what- 
ever brand of foreign policy a secretary and his asso- 
ciates happen to be producing and marketing at any 
given time. 


The Justice Department could scarcely consider 


this a healthy situation in our consumer-oriented so- 
ciety — a society in which the go\ernment itself is 
heavily committed to assuring for all its citizens, a 
free interchange of goods, services and ideas. 


Reynard's modest suggestion, then, is that a task 


force of agile-minded young attorneys be assigned to 
the job of extending the principles of free enterprise 
and unfettered competition into the trust-dominoied 
fields of foreign policy and military strategy. 


Perhaps the trust-busters could set as their seal 


the division of each of the existing governmental de- 
partments into two or more independently-managed, 
ccmpetithely-geared organizations — just as the gov- 
ernment itself, a few years ago. forced Loew's. Inc.. 
a manufacturer and exhibitor of motion pictures, to 
fragment itself into two separate coporations. 


Orange and Blue 


The State Department, for example, could be split 


into a pair of highly-motivated, but mutually-opposed 
agencies — to be known, perhaps, as State Depart- 
ment -Orange" and State 
Department "Blue/' 


(Xeither red nor yellow strikes Reynard as a par- 
ticularly appropriate designation for these rhal State 
Departments, i 


Each of the newly-created agencies would be 


charged with the responsibility of formulating, and 
presenting to the public, a foreign policy responsive 
to the needs, ideals and best interests of the greatest 
number of "consumers" —- i.e.. voters and taxpayers. 


Accordingly, each would be headed by its own 


Secretary of State, advised by ss competent a team 
of researchers, statisticians, diplomats and interna- 
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iional-relations experts as he could gather about him. 


It would be the responsibility of each of these 


competing agencies to formulate and "bring to mar- 
ket", just before tax collection time each year the 
very best foreign policy it could devise — hoping 
through modern techniques of presentation and com- 
munication, to persuade the consuming public to 
"purchase" it. 


Thus, instead of having his foreign policy imposed 


upon him from above, the v oter-taxpayer would be in 
the enviable position of choosing between two care- 
fully-developed plans, each designed to appeal to him 
on the basis of its rationality, its comprehensiveness 
and its simple humanity. 


The nation's diplomats would, in this way, be given 


an annual opportunity to explain their philosophies, 
chart the nation's ultimate course and "package" their 
objectives attractively and comoellinglv. 


For his part, the individual consumer would care- 


fully study the alternatives open to him. then "buy" 
either the "Orange" (or Hawkish) foreign policy or 
the "Blue" icr Dovish i foreign policy. 


Income Tax Choice 


He would, en April 15. indicate his choice by mak- 


ing a mark at the appropriate point in his income tax 
return. 


Such a purchase-decisicn would in no wav deprive 


the government of needed revenue, since the con- 
sumer who did not wish his tax money to be used for 
instruments of destruction could designate that it be 
applied to programs of urban renewal and/or foreign 
economic assistance. 
" 


Xot only would this arrangement permit 
the 


policy makers to be somewhat more responsive to 
the wishes of the persons whose billions they are dis- 
bursing, but it would provide a more satisfying outlet 
for the ideas of the jounger. sometimes more imagin- 
ative policy makers, who do not always agree with the 
dogmas 
pronounced 
by the 
more 
conservative 


"Orange" secretary of state, but might be drawn to 
the philosophy of his more liberal "Blue" competitor. 


In the same way. the two. competitively-organized 


Defense Departments could vie with each other in 
cutting costs in procurement, in a\oiding waste and 
duplication, and in devising a truly effective military 
strategy. Again, the plans of one or the other would 
fce "purchased" by the action of the "consumer." 


Xow that this program has been proposed in print. 


Reynard is certain that the Justice Department will 
be galvanized into action. Why. after all. try to break 
up General Motors, when it is. at best, small potatoes 
compared to Uncle Sam himself?

HE green, late-model sedan slowed to a halt as 
it passed an attractive - looking farm. The 
driver sun-eyed the farm, its buildings swelt- 
ering in the hot afternoon sun, Xo one seem- 
ed about. 


The driver opened his door and placed a half- 


grown, black-and-white pup on the road. Without 
bothering to get out, he shoved the pup in the direc- 
tion of the farm driveway. 


The perplexed pup tried unsuccessfully to return 


to the car. Again, he was shoved back. The car door 
was slammed shut in his face. The car pulled for- 
ward, narrowly missing the small dog. 


At the sight of the retreating car. the pup jumped 


up and ran after it as fast as his small legs could 
carry him. Dust and grit from the speeding wheels 
blinded and choked him. Try as he might, he was no 
match for the speeding vehicle. Soon, he was left 
far behind. 


Finally, exhausted by his vain effort, he stopped, 


panting, and sat down in the middle of the country 
road. 


He was confused, bewildered . . . abandoned. Yet 


he was not alone. In spirit, he had joined the thou- 
sands of dogs and cats that are thoughtlessly "dump- 
ed" every year by their unthinking and unfeeling 
'"owners." 


Unthinking Mischief 


True, the home the small pup had had was pos- 


sibly not the best; but it was the only one he knew. 
Some unthinking puppy mischief had made the fam- 
ily decide it didn't really want a dog. The animal 
had proved to be too much work, too much bother 
and more care than the family was willing to es- 
pend. Cheaply acquired, the pup was now cheaply 
disposed of. 


What of the puppy and the thousands like him? 


Was he so completely worthless and expendable that 
he should now earn the reward of being discarded 
like waste paper, and with about as much kindness 
involved? 


"Out of sight, out of mind." "Let nature take its 


course." "Instinct will cam- through." An instinct, 
mind you, that has been dormant, during the thou- 
sands of years dog has associated himself with man. 


What a way to treat "man's best Friend"! 
Not just puppies, but cats, kittens and dogs of 


all ages are the objects of abandonment. Not even the 
old dog that has been its master's true friend through 
many a long year, escapes. 


A case in point: An Appleton area family had 


owned a dog for many years. Since he was no longer 
young, the family wanted to dispose of him. They

couldn't bear to put him to sleep. That would be "too 
cruel." Thus, the father took the old fellow to a 
nearby railroad yard, placed the dog in a box car, 
shut the door and walked away. 


The freight moved out, headed for Minneapolis. 


Somewhere along the way, someone opened the car 
door and the dog escaped. 


A week later, the man heard a faint scratching at 


the door. Upon checking, he found the old dog. his 
coat unkempt, his ribs showing, his pads cut and 
bleeding. He had come back to the only home he 
knew, the only master he loved. 


Pregnant bitches are also abandoned. The owner 


doesn't want the bother of puppies and the resultant 
work. Why not have the dog spayed? "It costs too 
much." "It's cruel." "She will get fat." Needless to 
say. they don't bother to watch her at the critical 
time. Now it is all her fault, certainly not theirs. 
Get rid of her. 


City people somehow have the notion that rural 


folk are anxious to have all the dogs nobody else 
wants. What better place, they think, than "a nice 
farm" where the dog will have "room to run." A nice 
theory, but it doesn't hold water. 


If a farmer wants a dog. or dogs, he prefers one 


of his choice, not someone else's. The abandoned dog 
may be vicious or surly, either through poor treat- 
ment at home or because of his abandonment. 


What happens to these unfortunate, unwanted 


animals? 


They may get lucky and find a home. Don't count 


on it. 


More often they are hit and killed by a speeding 


car as they sit forlornly, waiting for their master's 
car to come back for them. They may be hurt or 
injured and left to die alone in some roadside ditch- 


Cats are as much victims of abandonment as dogs, 


possibly more so. Cats cannot survive the bitter cold 
our area experiences. 


Two case histories will point up the utter cruelty 


of dumping animals. Both were told by rural resi- 
dents, both are true: 


One winter night, someone dropped two small 


kittens near a farm. Seeking shelter from the cold, 
they slowly crept toward the barn. The farmer was 
a kindly man; seeing the small animals, he attempted 
to catch and put them in bis warm dairy barn, for 
he knew that that winter night would be a bitter one. 


As soon as he approached, the two youngsters 


ran away. He returned to his chores, hoping that 
when he finished, he would be able to coax them 
into the barn. He even set out a warm dish of milk 
for them, but they were too frightened and too up- 
set to come. Finishing chores, he again made several 
futile attempts to catch the kittens. 


Before going Into the house, he opened a door to 


a small shed, hoping the kittens would find at least 
some degree of warmth in its merger shelter. 


The next morning, he saw one of the kittens sit- 


ting by the shed window. Hoping to catch it. he went 
inside and walked up to it. It didn't move. It had 
frozen to death on that very spot the night before. 
Its small companion lay dead on the floor several 
feet away. 


The other case concerns two half-grown pups. 


Again, they had been deposited near a farm by their 
"master". 


Unaccustomed to the busy world into which they 


had been suddenly thrust, one pup was hit by a 
speeding car and hurled into the ditch. 


One of the farmer's sons heard the pitiful cries, 


called his father, and upon investigating found the 
badly-injured animal. His small companion was sit- 
ting a few feet away. As they approached, it ran off, 
across the road into a wooded and swampy area. 


While the son went in search of the frightened 


animal, his father attended to the injured one. There 
was nothing to be done. The animal must be put out 
of its misery as quickly as possible. Sorrowfully, the 
farmer went home and got his gun. 


Fruitless Search 


The son returned after a fruitless search for the 


other animal. It had vanished, probably to die of 
starvation or exposure. 


"You know." the farmer commented, "things like 


this happen all the time. What's the matter with 
people, anyway?" 


I had no answer for him. 
If a person finds he cannot keep an animal any 


longer, and he cannot find a home for it, there are 
only two humane ways to resolve the problem. 


One is to take it to the veterinarian and have it 


"put to sieep." At small cost to the owner, this will 
insure that the animal will not be a victim of acci- 
dent or auto, starve or freeze to death. 


Or, he can take his animal to the nearest humane 


shelter. It is important, however, to take the animal 
to the shelter when an attendant is on duty. Too 
many times, the attendant will arrive at the shelter to 
find animals tied to the door, or roaming around 
loose. 


If the animal is pregnant, don't drop it over a 


6-foot cyclone fence and leave, as was recently done. 


You may not think that this is a problem of any 


large proportion here, yet in Outagamie county alone, 
over 100 dogs were abandoned last month.

Fluorescent Lights, Boon to Plant Growers

The first fluorescent light set-ups for use with 


plants were almost prohibitively expensive except for 
the more affluent indoor gardeners. Consequently, 
every handyman, (and some not so handy!) who v.ant- 
ed these busied himself designing and building his 
own units at a lesser cost. This soon led manufactur- 
ers of fluorescents to realize they had a large potential 
market for this product. Xow a wide \ariety is avail- 
able, and happily, at a price most of us can afford to 
pay. A catalog from one of the growers on our Source 
Sheet offers a number of fluorescent units, beginning 
at around $15. complete with an adjustable light stand 
and tubes. (For a copy of the Source Sheet write to 
Katherine B. Walker, in care of this newspaper, en- 
closing a self-addressed, stamped envelope.) 


If you have never tried growing house plants un- 


der fluorescent lights, you can't imagine how truly 
exciting it can be. These units quite literally enable 
you to grow plants any place in your home. I have 
one. equipped with legs to support the hood and a 
waterproof tray which fits between them: this is at 
the end of a long, windowless hall. In it are variegated 
foliage plants such as fancy-leaved begonias, maran- 
tas. calatheas. fittonia. \ariegated ivy and so on. 
When I want it to look especially lovely. I highlight 
the foliage plants with a pot of wax begonias in 
heavy bloom, an azalea, or whatever showy flowering 
plant is in season.

Favorite Island 


Of Sea Birds 


Yields Phosphate 


By W. R. Doheisiein 


In the vast expanse of the Pacific, land masses 


are overwhelmingly in the minority. Like a sparse 
sprinkling of pepper on a large blue tablecloth, the 
chunks of solid earth in this anything-but-placid body 
of water are like the meat in some restaurant soap 
—few and far between. There's the Hawaiian group, 
of course, where some of the chunks are more sub- 
stantial. And over toward Australia and New Zealand 
a few islands get beyond the speck category on a 
typical Atlas map. 


So it's not surprising that students of geography, 


in order to simplify matters a bit. have taken most 
of the specks and grouped them into three super 
families—Micronesia, Melanesia and Polynesia (all 
easier to pronounce if you have a bad cold). In Micro- 
nesia, some of the family members gained news fa- 
miliarity during WWII—like the Marianas and the 
Marshall Islands and Wake and Guam and Truk in 
the Carolinas. But after the Japs were licked, these 
collections of coral atolls relapsed back into being 
small geography. With one exception, for sure. 


Nauru (nah-OO-roo) is certainly one crazy excep- 


tion. And all because sea birds love Nauru. Starting 
during World War I. this single tiny island—eight 
square miles. 5.000 population—rated its own postage 
stamps. At first they were overprints of British is- 
sues. 
Then, starting in 1924. Nauru was accorded 


not only original stamp printings but even some ex- 
clusive stamp designs. Why? Because this island is 
a treasury of phosphate. 


Remarkable beds of guano (bird manure». react- 


ing with the coral deposits, have become a mine of 
valuable fertilizer to be harvested and exported, most- 
ly to Australia and New Zealand. Take away their 
phosphate and the Nauruans are just another very 
small-city-size group of citizens. And for all their 
remarkable bulk, it is estimated that the phosphate 
deposits will be depleted in perhaps 20 years. Then 
what? 


Nevertheless. Nauri is making some small waves 


in the news world—and problems for those who have 
to honor the democratic precedent of self determina- 
tion. Nauri wants to become an independent nation. 
Well, they got their own postage stamps. So they 
think big on this speck just 26 miles south of the 
equator. They might be given autonomy. It does seem 
for the birds. But if it really happens, it's more like 
from the birds . . . great phosphates grow.

Writer Says Skill, Not Chance, 
Determines Bridge, Poker Winners 


By Alfred Sheinwold 


The late Albert H. Morehead. after a lifetime as 


an authority on card games, could say with assurance 
that skill was the predominant factor in determining 
which player won. In "The Complete Guide to Win- 
ning Poker." just published by Simon and Schuster 


'• he had just finished the manuscript before his un- 
timely death last year!. Morehead wrote: 


"Poker is fanner from a gambling game than 


almost snv other card game vou can think of. even 
contract bridge. . . If you aren't beating the game. 
you are being outplayed. There is a reason why you 
lose, even if you can't figure it out. . . For nearly all 
players the cards even up in the long run. They do 
not come out exactly even — that would be as un- 
usual, over the course of a lifetime, as for a player 
always to have 10 per cent the better of it — but 
they come close to even. A consistently bad card- 
holder will still have enough percentage to be a win- 
ner. If he is a poor card-holder he ma\' win a little 
less than he should, and if he is a good card-holder 
he may win a little more, but he will still win." 


Nobody bothers to keep track of the aces and 


kings in rubber bridge, but many long matches have 
been published and it is an easy matter to count the 
high cards to see how they even out. For example, 
in a match of 300 hands between England and Amer- 
ica, the aces and kings were divided as follows:

It's instructive to see how little is the effect of 


luck on the outcome of a typical bridge hand: 


West leads the nine of hearts against the contract 


of four spades. South plays low from the dummy, 
and East wins with the king. The deuce of hearts 
goes to dummy's ace, and East takes the trump re- 
turn with the ace of spades. East now shifts to the 
deuce of clubs. 


South must lose a club in addition to the heart 


and spade already given up. South will make his con- 
tract if he can "guess" which opponent has the queen 
of diamonds, since he can finesse for the queen in 
either direction. The average player would guess 
right about 50 per cent of the time in such situations. 
The skillful player embarks on a campaign to find 
out which opponent was dealt the queen of diamonds. 


When East returns the deuce of clubs South tries 


a finesse with the jack. This loses to the queen, and 
back comes a heart to the queen. South draws an- 
other round of trumps, leads a trump to dummy's 
eight and returns the ten of clubs from dummy. East 
covers with the king of clubs, and South ruffs. And 
now South knows that West has the queen of dia- 
monds. 


It seems very mysterious until you work it out. 


Sir Donald Bums Sangster. the late prime minister

In the Windy City, the Poultry and Egg National Board of America eagerly 


met at the Chicago Mercantile Exchange and enjoyed a few scoffing jokes 
about Iowa's 36-egg omelet To add fuel to the fire, they called the lowan 
attempt a "woman's game." and immediate!} concocted an omelet that featured 
not 36 eggs, but a grand total of 600 eggs! 


Back in Iowa, poultry farmers soon recovered from this humiliating defeat 


and wasted no time in contacting officials of the Iowa State Fair Board in Des 
Momes. suggesting to them that it might be quite an experience for urban and 
rural fair-goers to witness a record-shattering performance right at the fair- 
grounds. 


As soon as the wise men of the fair board heard that this would be the 


"world's largest omelet." they gave their consent And on Aug 23. more than 
a thousand spectators crowded around a stage where over a dozen poultrymen 
prepared an omelet which highlighted 770 eggs, or a grand total of 65 dozen! 


After one-and-a-half hours of cooking in a six-foot wide skillet o\er a gas- 


fueled o\ en, the omelet was served to the spectators who lined up for the length 
of a football field for a "historic" morsel from the ~ world's largest omelet."

"I took my cook. Emily, on 


the road and ate only her food, 
which is cooked simply. You 
can't do eight shows a week on 
rich food I have an allergic 
reaction to spices and meat 


tcnderizer. I never got tired — 
you don't when the show is 
rolling with \ou. We covered 
even- cit\ we possibly could 
and it was the most rewarding 
thing I've ever done — that's 
where the theater is really 
appreciated — on the road. 


"I had bronchitis in North 


Carolina, but I explained it to 
the audience and they were so 
understanding. They brought 
me home remedies. One wom- 
an brewed an herb tea for me 
in my dressing room. In 
Miami I hurt my toe and had 
to perform barefoot for a 
week. The} didn't mind. They 
just want you to be there." 


Carol, who has been called 


'•the blitz blonde with the 
clown-doll eyes." has the air 
of a frisky kitten on stage. 
Offstage, she's just as warm 
and friendly, but her comic, 
flighty mannerisms are under- 
laid bv a vein of seriousness.

Theme music was being 


written for motion pictures 
long before the screen found a 
voice. This piece cf Kclly- 
vioeGiana was noted by George 
Sidney, one of Holh wood's 
great directors cf mustca'-s. 


"Back in the silent da\s." 


Sidney recalled, "there was 
music with all films, but it did 
not. of course, come from ihe 
screen, li came from the 
piano player stationed at the 
side of the screen. He tried, by 
keeping one eye en the unreel- 
ing film, to follow the action 
with appropriate music, much 
cf which he himself invented 
on the spct. or from themes 
suggested by the distributers 
of the film."' 


Sidney pointed out that 


theme music was first written 
for a film as far back as D. W. 
Griffiths "Birth of A Nation." 
in 1915. but that it was rarely 
used because most movie 
house piano players were un- 
able to read music. They 
played by ear. In fact, this 
particular song wound up 
some years later as ihe theme 
for "Amos n" Andy" radio 
show. 


Theme music received a 


tremendous boost by the ad- 
vent of radio and recordings. 
Movie companies discovered 
they could make theme songs 
for films popular via these 
mediums 
and thus induce 


people to see the films. Music 
became so important to films 
in the early 1920s thai theaters 
began engaging huge sympho- 
ny orchestras to play the 
theme music while ihe film 
unreeled on the screen. 


By the mid-twenties, even- 


film boasted a scene which 
would key the theme music, 
whether it was a song being 
mouthed silently by the star, 
cr a dance. When Mae Murray 
and John Gilbert waltzed in 
"The Merry Widow" the scene 
was given life by the orchestra 
playing the famous melody to 
the exact tempo of their dance 
on screen- 


All of this changed one 


exciting night, in 1927. when Al 
Jolson's voice was heard com- 
ing from the screen itself, 
singing "Mammy" and "Kol 
Nidre" in "The Jazz Singer." 
The screen had finally found a 
voice and a singing one at 
that. But it was not until 
almost two years later that 
music literally burst from the 
screen, in the first "all talk- 
ing, all singing, all dancing" 
motion picture. "Broadway 
Melody." s t a r r i n g Bessie 
Love. Anita Page and Charles 
King. This rocked the industry 
to its 
foundations, 
for 
it 


ushered in the age of ihe 
musical, which has continued 
to the present. 
Next big 


musical was "Hollywood Re- 
vue." which is notable for the 
fact that among its chorines 
was a pretty newcomer named 
Jean Crawford. 


There followed a spate of 


musicals in the thirties, most 
of them revues and so-called 


back-stage m u s i c a l s . -Kith 
titles like "Goiddiggers of 
Broadway." "Paramount on 
Parade." "Fox Movietone Fol- 
lies," and others, most of 
•hern simply an excuse to 
exploit studio contract talent. 
It may now seem difficult to 
believe, but cne of the young 
men on ihe chorus of "Para- 
mount on Parade" was named 
Gary Cooper. 


Studios discovered some of 


their great silent stars could 
carry a tune and immediately 
the b i l l b o a r d s screamed: 
"Hear Ramon Xavarro Sing/' 
But others lacked even a good 
speaking voice, like John Gil- 
bert, and their careers came 
to a sudden end. The industry 
'.\ as going through a revolution 
and many got hart in the 
changeover to sound. 


But this era cf the musical 


did produce some extraordi- 
nary new talent, including 
Xaney Carrol. Clara Bow. Sue 
Carol. Helen Kane. Mariene 
Dietrich, Janet Gaynor. Buddy 
Rogers. Ruby Keeler. Dick 
Powell and others. Bing Cros- 
by made his name in this era. 
appearing en screen for the 
first time in Paul Whiteman's 
"The King of Jazz" which also 
featured George Gershwin's 
great jazz classic. "Rhapscdy 
in Blue." 


By the mid-thirties, how- 


ever, the public had become so 
surfeited with musicals they 
stayed away in droves and 
movie companies began £d-

Musical." The cycle, everyone 
said, had run its course. 
Warner Brothers refused to 
believe this and continued with 
the most lavish of all musi- 
cals.

again. 


This heralded the beginning 


of ihe spectacular, with lines 
of g o r g e o u s , scantily-clad 
girls, glittering sets and pro- 
duction numbers dazzling be- 
yond belief. 


This era produced such stars 


as 
Betty Grable. Eleanor 


Powel, Fred Astaire and Gin- 
ger Rogers, Nelson Eddy and 
Jeannette M a c D o n a l d . t o 
name but a few. 


Although Hollywood had dis- 


covered the musical \\as uni- 
versally popular, no other 
country seemed able to pro- 


duce them. It was something 
that was unique to the genius 
of Hollywood. Not even En- 
gland, despite its proud record 
of good films, was able to turn 
out a really first-class musi- 
cal, though the few that 
starred Jessie Matthews were 
fair.

sites for film-making in Brit-

man Wisdom strolled a few- 
blocks along Broadway the 
other day and not a head 
turned. He's out to change 
thai. 


A year ago. Wisdom aban- 


doned a stage and movie 
career in London that had 
made him a top box-office 
comedian in virtually every 
part of the world to take on 
the one country where he is 
still unknown—the U n i t e d 
States.

Simply Streisand (Barbra Streisand. Columbia).

It's middle of the road 
material and performances, 
and is guaranteed 
not to 


offend or provoke. It is admir- 
able for its craftsmanship; it 
is despicable for its heart- 
lessness. 


I can't help feeling we 


simply lost Barbra 
some- 


where back aways and now we 
have producers, arrangers and 
maybe Gene Lees' ideas on 
good taste, but we don't have 
Streisand. Worse of all. we 
have a pathetic parody of her

Men." a thoroughly distressing 
track with no clear intent — 
possibly no meaning. It is my

the future about this actors" 
exchange and the resolution of 
the controversy between the 
respective equities? 


(A). I don't see anything. I 


have been trying io think of 
something for about -50 years. 
I don't see any resolution that 
can fee made on the matter. It 
depends entirely on the weight 
cf foreign intrusion into the 
theater and I think their 
feelings respond to that. I 
think that at the moment there 
is an unfortunate amount cf 
Anglican theater, h a v i n g 
fcughl its way into New York.

(Q). But why are more

(A). It's just an accident 


really. There is no purpose 
behind it It's just that I don't 
think an English actor, if he 
gets offered an engagement in 
New York by some American 
management such as David 
Merrick. I don't think he 
pauses to consider if there are 
a lot of English companies 
already in New York. 


(Q). Sir Laurence, would 


you tell us what you think ihe 
primary purpose of the Na- 
tional Theatre Company is? 


(A). Yes, I think the pri- 


mary purpose of the National 
Theatre Company is to present 
to its public as complete a 
spectrum of world drama as is 
humanly possible at any one 
lime, and to maintain through 
its subfentions an unusually 
high standard of performance 
and production of Ihis work. I 
think the fact that it is called 
a National Theatre is, if you 
like, an added interest in that 
51 might give a peculiarly 
national flavor, it might pro- 
vide, we hope, to some extenl. 
a little nalional pride and I 
think Ihal's been thought to be 
a good thing in many other 
countries and mine fcr many, 
many years. 


Q. Sir Laurence, what influ- 


ence, if any, would you say the 
cultural revolution, the 'hippie 


rnc\err.ert." the modern inflit- 
er:ce. has had on British 
theater, in the National The- 
atre's performance? 


A. Yes. it has had an 


influence. I would say. Has it 
had any influence on the 
National Theater? Yes. well 
it's bound to. Anything cf this 
nature, whatever people say 
cr feel about it. if always does 
something to change the ex- 
pression on the face cf a 
nation's cultural personality. 
It does something to change. 
It has an effect. You can't say 
precisely what, but if you try 
to ignore its existence you 
would look like an old bat in 
about six months time. You 
can't ignore its existence. 


Q. DC you e\er act for fun? 
A. No. No. I don't really 


enjoy it very much. I just 
can't stop doing it. It's a sort 
cf lunacy. It's a kind of, I 
think acting is a kind of maso 
chistic form of exhibitionism 
which was born in me and I 
don't seem io be able tc- stop. 


Q. Do you ever have happy- 


moments in the theater as we 
as members of the audience 
when watching you have hap- 
py moments? 


*A. Sometimes, tut I wculd 
distrust 
them as valuable 


things. I think I am rather for 
the old axiom that says an 
artist is not supposed to expect 
satisfaction. I sort of nestle in 
that for my own comfort. I 
dcn't enjoy it very much but I 
couldn't not do it. Rather like 
a scrt cf eld carthorse with a 


cellar rcurd his neck. 


Q. Hew can you sustain a 


performance night after night 
if ycu rcust go, run the 
emotional gamut every eight? 


A. Of ccurse you understand 


you do it. Ycu kr.cw the 
difference between controlled 
exercise and uncontrolled ex- 
ercise, and acting is a control- 
led exercise. You can't \ery 
well do a convincing job of 
feeling emotionally concerned, 
whichever emotion you're us- 
ing, without employing a great 
percentage of that actual emo- 
tion. I dare say some people 
can, I can't. If I have to be 
emotionally involved in some 
way cf grief. I have to feel it. 
In other ways I have tc feel 
that, to a certain extent, of 
course, as I say, it's control- 
led. As controlled exercise. By 
which I mean exercise in a 
gymnasium is different from 
normally running about or 
walking! or whatever it is you 
do. If you suffer from gout, 
which I'm sure you don't, but 
if you were to walk on a gouty 
foot you would hurt it If you 
were to do controlled exercise 
under a watchful monitor, or 
doctor, or physiotherapist, it 
would do it good, and that's 
rather like acting. 


Q. What is for jcu the real 


theater in 1S67? 


A. The true theater? Lord, 


what is the real theater? I 
think it's a conlracicticr. in 
terms. 1 think the theater is a 
blocdy lie from begirrirg to 
er.d.
